HE establishment of the new direct ship- 
T xing service between Dublin and New 
Vor , which was inaugurated on Satur- 
day when the Anchor liner California left 
Dublin Bay with fifty-eight Irish passengers 
on board, will result, it is hoped, in an ex- 
tension of the trade relations between the 
two countries. ie, 
Irish industrialists saw in the project an 
appertereey of bringing before the American 
public the merits of goods manufactured in 
this country, and the National Agricultural 
and Industrial Development Association, in 
conjunction with Mr. T. F. Laurie, a past 
Chairman of the Dublin Port and Docks 
Board, arranged for the staging ol an ex- 
hibition of Irish goods on board the Cali- 
fornia ‘during her stay in New York Harbour 
from May 17 until May 25. The Anchor 
Line authorities are carrying the goods to 
New York and back, and generously gave the 
use- of the largest first-class saloon on board 
for the display while the vessel is in dock. 


j Mr. Laurie, assisted by Mr. Kevin J. Kenny, 


will have charge of the exhibition, which will 
include all kinds of goods produced here. A 
prominent feature of the exhibition is a news 
stand of the Jrish Times, where copies of 
this paper and other /7rish Times publications 
may be obtained. 


LUNCHEON ON BOARD 


The California is a beautifully-appointed 
vessel of 17,000 tons. The other boats to take 
part in the new servicewill be the Transylvania, 
the Caledonia and the Cameronia. In the 
oresent year there will be ten sailings from 
Dublin and eight from New York. The west- 
bound sailings will be taken by the California 
and the Transylvania, while the later sailings 
from New York will be made by the other 
two. 

To mark the inauguration of the new ser- 
vice two forma] functions were held on Satur- 
day. <A party of well-known people, includ- 
ing representatives of the foreign legations 
in Dublin, members of the Dublin Port and 
Docks Board and other public men paid a 
visit to the vessel, which anchored in Scots- 
man's Bay a few minutes after noon, and 
had lunch on board with three of the direc- 
tors of the Anchor Line. Owing to her heavy 


‘cargo the California did not come into the 


Alexandria Basin, and the party went out in 
the Royal Iris, which had been chartered 
specially for the occasion, On arrival they 
were greeted by Mr. Philip Runciman, Mr. 
W. L. Runciman and Mr. Louis G. Carozzi, 
the directors, and by Captain R. W. Smart, 
who is in command of the vessel. 


HOPE OF A GREAT TRADE 


Mr. Philip Runciman presided at. the 
luncheon. In thanking his guests for their 
visit, he said that he did not remember ever 
having been at a public luncheon where he 
felt so much that he was surrounded by 
friends as on that occasion. He regretted 
very much that the Chairman of the Anchor 
Line, Lord Runciman, was not there, but he 
could say that his lordship was think ng about 
his Irish friends, particularly the Lord Mayor, 
with whom he had concocted a fair amount 
of mischief in another place. (Laughter.) 

‘We are to-day,” he said, ‘inaugurating 
a service from Dublin to New York, and the 
Anchor Line will do everything in their power 
to make that line a success. We are not 
hide-bound by any rules or regulations of 
the firm. We on our part will do our best, 
but the very best that we can do will not go 
far except we have your support. We look 
to you for that. We rely on you to do all 
that you can to help us, and we on onr 


part will do all that we can. to 
help. you. We hope. that in the end 
we shall build un and foster a 


great trade. We should like to see Dublin. 
the capital of the Irish Free State, made into 
one of the finest ports in the world. 

Mr. Charles Kelly, the chairman of the 
Dublin Port and Docks Board, said that the 
members would do everything in their power 
to make the service a success. He was 
pleased to say that the bookings for the 
Anchor Line already were very good. 


DUBLIN’S WELCOME 
The Lord Mayor of Dublin said that he 


welcomed the captain, officers and crew, as 
well as the directors, to Dublin. He hoped 
their visit would be the forerunner of good 
business, and that as a result of the more 
direct sailing between New York and Dublin 
the friendship between America and the Free 
State would be cemented . more firmly and 


become greater and greater as the years 
passed. He would like to draw the attention 
of the shipping companies to what Dublin 
could offer. At the present moment Dublin 
was capable of receiving any ship, probably 
with the exception of the Queen Mary, and 
their harbour facilities were the world’s best. 

Referring to the promotion of tourist traffic, 
he said that he thought as a result of that 
great venture Ireland in the coming season, 
and in the following seasons, would have more 
tourists thar ever before. We have some- 
thing to show them, and if they come here 
the old phrase, “ Ireland of the Welcomes,”’ 
will be personified, he said. 

He described the progress of the port, and 
said that in the last ten years the Port and 
Docks Board has &pent more than half-a- 
million in improving the facilities in the 
harbour, so that it had become a first-class 


port. 
AN UNTAPPED AVENUE 


Mr. T. F. Laurie said that it was due to 
the initiative of the Anchor Line that Dublin 
to-day was a terminal port for Atlantic 
passengers, and the thanks of the citizens 
of Dublin were due to the company for their 
courage and enterprise. He was satisfied 
that, as a result of the new service, 
Americans in increasing numbers would come 
to this country, and they would give to every 
visitor to their shores the most cordial 
welcome. No matter where a person might 
go he never would receive a welcome such 
as that which he would receive here. 

‘“‘It is with a very proud feeling that we 
welcome the Anchor liner, California, into 
the waters of Dublin Bay. It is something 
that we have striven for for a long time, and 
I am satisfied that the enterprise that the 
directors have shown will be _ greatly 
rewarded. There are 23,000,000 Irish people 


or people of Irish blood in America, and 
that. it is an avenue that has not yet been 
tapped. In going over there we are 
anxious to display to our American friends 
that the old country still is on the map, and 
we will try to get them to come over here 
to see the progress we are making, 
industrially and commercially.” 

Mr. A. Mansfield Owsley, the American 
Minister, said that Americans would benefit 
from the opening up of that service. He was 
sure that Ireland was happy to welcome 
Americans, but there were three times as 
many Irish people in New York as there 
were in Dublin, so that a great we'come 
would be extended also on the other side. 


PASSENGERS AND MAILS 


After the luncheon the party inspected the 
ship while the Irish passengers came on 
board. Mails for America were also taken 


The party then bade good-bye to Mr. Laune 
and Mr, Kenny. Mr. Laurie, as well as 
being in charge of the display, is taking 
greetings from the Lord Mayor ot Dublin 
and the members of the Dublin Corporation 
to the Mayor and Corporation of New York; 
from the Dublin Port and Docks Board to 
the New York Harbour Board; from the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce and the Asso- 
ciated Chambers of Commerce to the New 
York Chamber of Commerce and the Ameri- 
can Associated Chambers of Commerce. He 
also is taking a message from Mr. Oswald 
Jamison, President of the Dublin Rotary 
Club, to the President of the Atlantic City 
Rotary Club, as well as an Irish poplin flag, 
which bore the following inscription :—‘‘ Pre- 
sented to the Rotary Club, Atlantic City, 
from Dublin Rotary No. 1 Rotary Club, 
Europe, May, 1936.” He is also conveying 
a representation of the Dublin municipal flag 
sent by the Dublin Corporation to the New 
York Corporation.

DIRECTORS ENTERTAINED 

In the evening the chairman and members 
of the Port and Docks Board entertained the 
directors of the Anchor Line to dinner in the 
Shelbourne Hotel. 

Mr. O, M. Kelly, chairman of the Board, 
who presided, pro the toast, ‘“‘ The 
Anchor Line.” . He said that seeing there 
wert fifteeh times as many people of Irish 
blood in America as there were in this country 
direct communication might have far-reachin 
effects: “The Dublin Port and Docks. Board

gave the project their blessing. 

Responding, Mr. Philip Runciman said that 
he had received from Lord Runciman greet- 
ings to the Lord Mayor and Chairman of the 
Port and Docks Board.. The Anchor Line 
directors were hopeful that the new venture 
would prove remunerative to themselves and 
to the Port of Dublin, and that the service 
would be a success. ! 

'. We give you the service,” he said. “ We 
have the ships, the personnel, and. the 
determination to win through, but we 
ean do that only if we are backed 
by you. If you have any ideas for the 
improvement for the service let us: know.” 
Mr. Runciman said that the company was 
anxious that it would be possible to get their 
ships to and from the dock on the one tide, 
as the vessels: ran to a scheduled time. 


KEEPING PACE WITH THE 
TIMES 

Mr. W. T. Cosgrave, T.D., proposing the 
toast, “ Port and Docks Board,” said that 
the Board had kept pace with the changing 
circumstances, and had availed itself of the 
most up-to-date methods to improve the. port. 
The development of the port denoted an ex- 
port and import trade, They would prefer ex- 
clusively an export trade, but that was not 
possible in modern times. He hoped that they 
would see greater freedom for export trade 
than they had to-day. 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin responded, and 
said that the port now took its place among 
the great harbours of the world, and he would 
not be surprised if other companies followed 
the lead of the Anchor Line.
